b. for claim 63, line 12, "from the pocket." has been changed to— from the 
pocket, wherein each pocket has a hole and air injection means--. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the use of air 
injections means in combination with a roulette wheel are well known in the art (see for 
example Sher US 5,755,440). However, non of the relevant prior art references 
teaches the concept of using an air injections means in each roulette's pocket to inject a 
ball.
